PROJECT TO OPEN UP A 
MODERN HIGHWAY. 


A ery interesting development 
of the Heungshan peninsula is 
promised in a project, which will 
shortly be inaugurated, to build.a 
road round the greater part of it, 
and connecting Shekki and Macao, 

A Chinese syndicate has obtain- 
ed a franchise from the Govern- 
ment at Canton to construct ‘this 
highway, which has already been 
completed .as far as \Koo ok, 
which is between 15 and 20 miles 
from Macao.. The inauguration 
will be formally celebrated on 
March 4, when Mr, Wu Te-chen 


| will: officiate, going down from 


Cantonspectally for the ceremony, 


The road is to he 32 feet, wide |. 


throughout, and when completed 
will run from Kwan Chuk, at the 
Macao border, to Chinsan, on the 
west alde of the Heungshan penin-. 
sula, then along the weat ‘coast 
through Chui Mi, Koo Hok, and 
othar wns until Shekki is’ 
reached, It will 
ward across the isthmus to the 
other side of the peninaula, coming

will thus form a loop, with Koo 
Hok as the junction point. 

This highway will be capable of 
carrying heavy traffic, and a system 
of tolls is to’ be adopted, from 
motor-buses and 6o forth, which 
ed a -franchise from the Govern- 
should repay the outlay.

In 
the main, it will provide a means 
of communication free from the 
danger of uttack by river: pirates, 
who at present greatly handicap 
trade in this area, It'will also 
open up a region of much interest, 
shistorical and otherwise.The road 
passes through. a. hot-springs dis- 
trict; and the historical associa- 
tion is provided by its touching tha 
birth-places of Tong Shao-yi and 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen. It is also thought

They 
fell back on the big market town 
of Lukok and: for six days held.out 
stubbornly ‘against the Govern- 
‘ment troops, but finally were sub- 
jected. Their leader, a man by 
the name of: Lee, has fled. "Hy 

The leader of the Government 
troops, Hoh Chan-fan, has been 
on an expedition against bandits 
near Kochow and reports com- 
plete success. After his Kochow 
campaign, he came back into, the 
Hopo district’ and attacked the 
robber chief, Lau Chan-wa, in his 
stronghold and claims ‘to have 
conipletely defeated him, secatttr- 
inyz his gang of bandits, 

There has been but little reac. 
tion in Pakhoi over the late Canton 
“Red” terror, and business ia
